A quick trip in the spring of the 


year will tell you more about your 
home section than you ever knew. 
Arkansas looks absolutely good in 
comparison with southeast U.S.A. 
For one thing, our climate, at least 
in southwest Arkansas, is virtually

•sio'ast. Foliage the first week in 
April is the same in Hope as in 
jfcentral Louisiana and 
Guljfport,

And flying home by way of Mem- 


phis I had my first extended air 
view of great stretches of our state. 
Trans-Texas uses DC-3 planes, and 
they fly not too fast and not too 
high, making frequent stops. So you 
see every detail of the land, and of 
the airports at which you put down. 


'On this particular flight Sunday 


afternoon we left Memphis at 4:15, 
went down the Mississippi 
river 


•|jind picked up passengers and mail 


at Helena at 4:42. The next stop 
was at Stuttgart at 5:09. Then Pine 
Bluff at 5:27. From Pine Bluff we 
jogged north to Little Rock at 0:01. 
From Little Rock we went to Hot 
Springs, landing at G:34. 


Up to this time we had been fly- 


ing around 1,800 feet, .compared to 
12,000 and 8,000 on the metropolitan 
runs. But-coming out of Hot Springs 
for the jltmp to Texarkana, com- 
pleted at 7:15, we built up more al- 


^iitude. The reason was obvious.

We pulled away from them a bit 


"as we flew southwestward for Tex- 
arkana. But even in the growing 
dusk I was able to find far to the 
north of us the lights and radio- 
tower beacon of the Narrows dam. 
The lights of Hope came up blaz- 
ing just to the south, and we passed 


. over the north end of the Hope air- 
^jport. 
•* The obvious commentary is, it's 


too bad Hope has no scheduled air 
service with the largest and finest 
airport in the state.And there isn't 
much more difference 
in flying 


time between Texarkana and Hope 
than between Helena and Stuttgart, 
or Stuttgart and Pine Bluff.

CHICAGO (UP) — Police gave 


three accused narcotics racketeers 
heir freedom ''today— without ben- 
efit at police guard — after their 
p nl, Anthony Pape, died of eight 
jullet wounds suffered in a gang- 
and shooting. 


Pape, a cop-killing hoodlum sus- 


pecled of loading a heroin rins, 
died in a hospital bed last night 
of wounds received in a typical 
underworld shooting early Satur- 
day. 


There were reports that three 


other gang associates of the 40- 
year-old ex-convict had also re- 
(Ceived death warnings but they 
were released from police custody 
after questioning in Pape's shoot- 
ns.
